On August 20,2018 at approximately 2310 hours, my partner Officer De La Riva #39039 and I, Officer 
Avendano #40753 were assigned to Hollenbeqk Division Gang Enforcement Detail unit 4G12-W7. 

We were working in full Police uniform, driving a marked black and white hybrid police vehicle. We 
were conducting crime suppression inside the boundaries of “Krazy Ass Mexicans” gang due to the 
recent rash of gang violence, Graffiti', and rival tagging. Wabash Park is located in the center of 
“KAM” gang territory and serves as a base of operations and is a frequent hangout after park closing 
hours. We drove through the North-West park entrance and observed Moiscs Romero (KAM/Bash) 
walking North on the West walkway of the park. Moises observed our hybrid police vehicle and began 
whistling emphatically and looking toward the basketball courts. My partner and I exited our vehicle 
and heard unkn own object hit the ground near the West side of the basketball courts. We illuminated 
the area with our handheld flashlights and observed Carlos Munguia (Suspect) and Armando Jimenez 
sitting on a park bench adjacent to the gym. We detained Carlos and Armando pending a 602 PC 
trespass investigation, Incident #180829006557. 


I immediately observed fresh black paint on the fingertips of Carlos Munguia and throughout his body 
and white shirt. Fresh black paint was observed on bench directly where Carlos was sitting (between his 
legs). Upon further inspection “AGUK” was written in blade paint on the bench and was wet to the 
touch. Carlos was initially sitting on the park bench with his elbows at his knees and his hands crossed. 
Directly below where his hands were crossed a black puddle of paint was located matching the paint 
observed on his hands and was wet to the touch. I walked to the West side of the park to the vicinity 
where we heard an object hit the ground and observed a plastic bottle containing black paint. 

Additional tagging was located the North wall of the gym approximately 5 feet from where the paint 
bottle was located. The tagging was “BEK” in fresh black paint and was wet to the touch. 

Armando Jimenez was warned for trespassing and released at scene. 

I have warned Carlos Munguia multiple times for trespassing and advised him that the park is closed 
from dusk until dawn. Carlos is known to me as an active “KAM 1 ’ gang member with a moniker of 
“Beks.” He is known to associate with other “KAM” gang members from the “AGUK” clique which 
stands for “Always Getting Up Krew.” The K is significant in Krew because it signifies the clique’s 
affiliation and allegiance with their gang “KAM.” 


Carlos Munguia was placed under arrest for 594(a)(l)PC Vandalism. My partner Officer Dc La Riva 
read Anthony his Miranda rights and he verbally acknowledged he understood. Carlos denied tagging 
and stated the fresh paint on his person was from painting a mural. Carlos did not wish to elaborate and 
no mural was observed in the vicinity.

“Krazy Ass Mexicans” territory is to the north the 10 freeway, to the south Cesar Chavez, the west Soto 
Blvd, and the east Indiana Street. This area is saturated with gang members from the criminal street 
gang “Krazy Ass Mexicans”, who terrorizes the citizens’ of Los Angeles with crimes such as 
Vandalism’s, Battery’s, ADW’s, ADW Shootings, Sales of Narcotics, GTA’s and Murders. Their rival 
gangs are Big Hazard, State Street, MC Force, and Gage Maravilla. 

“Krazy Ass Mexicans” is one of the biggest and Hispanic gangs in Boyle Heights area where their gang 
consist of approximately 200 members and growing. They are a violent criminal street gang and have 
terrorized the innocent citizens of the City of Los Angeles for decades. 

“Krazy Ass Mexicans” gang members frequently engage in vandalism in the form of “tagging” at 
Wabash Park. The tagging marks the gang control of the territory and serves as a billboard for 
recruitment for future gang members. ‘Tagging” the gang throughout the community park furthers the 
fear and intimidation the community feels when confronted by “Krazy Ass Mexican” creating an 
atmosphere where gang members are free to vandalize the community without the fear of being 
reported. 

Using departmental resources, officers verified Carlos Munguia is an active gang member from the 
criminal street gang “Krazy Ass Mexicans” with the moniker "Beks.”
